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The  Old  Lebanon  Academy 

The  Pioneer  Classical  School  of 
Lebanon,  Pa. 


It  is  with  a feeling  of  more  than  ordinary  hesitancy  that 
the  author  of  this  historic  paper  ventures  upon  a task  he 
feels  in  a measure  to  rest  upon  him  as  one  of  the  few  pupils 
that  survive  the  progress  time  is  making  in  depleting  the  ranks 
that  for  nearly  two  decades  prior  to  the  establishment  of  the 
present  excellent  public  school  system,  were  favored  in  being 
of  the  number  who  received  either  preparatory  or  in  some 
cases  their  entire  education  in  this  ^Acac>emy. 

There  were  other  private  schools  prior  to  the  establishment 
of  the  Academy  that  were  feeders  to  its  roll  of  pupils^ 
but  to.  the  Lebanon  Academy  belongs  the  distinguishing 
honor  of  having  been’  the  pioheer  educational  factor,  which 
built  for  Lebanon  of  today  the  foundation  of  its  excellent  sys- 
tem of  Public  schools  as  well  as  the  superb  county  organiza- 
tion. The  first  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  that  the 
county  of  Lebanon  had  was  none  other  than  the  highly  revered 
and  efficient  principal,  Prof.  John  Henry  Kluge,  serving  the 
Lebanon  Academy  from  1841  to  the  period  of  his  election  in 
1854  as  said  superintendent  of  Public  Schools. 

In  order  that  we  may  fully  appreciate  the  significance  of  its 
establishment  as  an  educational  institution  of  more  than  or- 
dinary importance  it  is  to  be  noted  that  as  late  as  1821 
there  were  only  five  families  in  what  was  then  the  town  of 
Le;banon,  who  were  English-speaking,  and  in  whose  families 
the  German  was  not  used. 

Rev.  I.  D.  Rupp,  in  his  History  of  Lebanon  and  Berks 
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Counties,  writing  as  a cotcnii)orary.  says,  “The  inhabitants' are 
nearly  all’Gennans,  who  usually  in  aiUlressing  a stranger  speak 
in  their  vernacular  tongue,  though  nea.rW  all  can  speak  some 
l-Aiglish.”  ( R(l.  1844.) 

( )ur  fc)refathers.  the  worthy  men  whose  names  will  appear 
further  on,  realized  the  great  importance  of  better  educational 
facilities  for  the  youth  of  the  land  than  they  had  enjoyed,  and 
though  called  Germans,  which  they  were,  they  made  the  ven-

ture  looking  toward  providing  such  facilities,  nevertheless  that 
difficulties  camt  in  their 'path,  as  they  do  in  this  day  in  our 
best  schools.  Other  schools  e.xisted  prior  to  the  period  when 
application  was  made  for  a charter  with  corporate  powers,  and 
in  their  way  must  have  been  good  schools  as  they  were  under 
the  fostering  care  .of  the  Reformed  and  Lutheran  churches.  ' 
We  are  able  to  jSresent  herewith  a cut  of  one  of  these  paro- 
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chial  school  buildmgs  yet  remaining  at  Tenth  ami  Walnut 
streets,  a monument  tcT the  wisdom  of  that  generation  who  pos- 

t sibly  knew  fully  as  well,  perhaps  better  than  the  generation 
who  followed,  the  great  value  of  a high  moral  standard  for  the 
^ best  citizenship.  After  the  parochial  schools  as  noted  had  their 
(lay  numbers  of  private  schools  also  existed  for  a time.  There 
is  a record  of  six  such  schools,  from  1820  to  1840,  after  the 
incorporation  of  the  Lebanon  Academy. 

The  Lebanon  .\cademy  wa.s  a private  school  as  were  others 
at  a later  period,  and  it  remained  sc^  until  the  advent  of  the 
public  or  free  school  .system  of  Lennsylvania  r and  it  is  a note- 
worthy fact,  that  among  the  incorporators,  were  the  resident 
- clerg}%  four  in  number,  two  physicians,  several  law- 
yers, and  the  remaining  names  are  noted  as  .some  of  the  most 
prominent  citizens.  One  of  the  incor])orators,  John  Andrew 
Shultze  became  Governor  of  the  State  of  Lenn.sylvania,  elected 
from  Lebanon -and  .serving  the  Connm^n  wealth  from  1823- 
1826.  I present  herewith  an  abstract  of  the  charter: 

Lr-dt.-KXO.N’  .AC.VDKMV. 

Lebanon  Academy  was  tncorporated  l>y  ;in  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  a])proved  l'el)riiary  i.Stlt,  1S16.  l>y  Governor 
Simon  *Snyder. 

The  Act  is  quite  lengtliy.  covering  nearly  tin>e  page>  of  the  Pamphlet 
Laws  of  the  State,  hut  irs  salient  features  are; 

Section  T;  There  shall  he  estal)lished  in  the  liorongli  of  Lebanon  an 
at:a(lemy  for  the  education  of  yontli  in  tlie  n-'eful  ans,  sciences  and  lit- 
erature, by  -the  name  and  style  of  " Tlie  Lel)anon  .\cadeiny." 

Section  j.  The  lirst  trustees  named  were  tlie  Rev.  William  lliester 
Rev.  William  Hendel.  Rev.  William  G.  F.rti't.  Rev.  l.’hilip  Gloningcr,  J 
Andrew  Schulze,  Peter  Sliindel,  Samuel  Liglit.  John  llarrison,  Edward 
Godwin,  Dr.  George  Reidenaur.  Dr.  Duncan  KiiiL  Pliilip  Greenawalt, 
Philip  Wolfserberger,  Jr.,  Peter  Lineaweaver.  .\l)raham  Doebler,  John 
BatdorfF  and  JactJ)  Weidman.  d hese  were  to  l>e  a l)ody  corporate  and 
politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  “ 1 rustee^  of  tlie  Lebanon  .Xcademy” 
until  the  first  day  of  .April,  1817,  when  their  successors  were  to  be  elect 
ed.  as.  provided.  'I'hcy  were  authorized  to  use  a common  seal,  and  to 
alter  the  same  at  their  pi'-asure.  .Nine  members  constituted  a quorum. 
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and  they  were  to  have  the  power  of  transacting  all  the  business  of  the 
said  academy,  to  make  and  enact  ordinances  and  by-laws  foe  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  bcnly.  They  were  . further  empowered  to  transact  all  the 
business  of  the  Academy,  including  the|  handling  of  the  endowment 
funds,  “PROVIDED  tlie  .same  (Id  nut  exceed  the  yearly  value  of  five 
thousand  dollars.” 

Section  8.  • Contained  a provision  "that  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted,  to  be  paid  by  warrant,  to  be 
tirawn  by  the  Governor  on  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  Trustees  of  Leba- 
non Academy,  or  a majority  of  them,  one  thousand  dollars  thereof  to 
enable  them  to  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  said-  .Academy,  or  to  be 
otherwise  applied  under  their  direction,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  be 
lieve  to  be  most  advantageous  for  promoting  the  objects  of  said  institu- 
tion; and  the  remaining  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be  placed  in  a pro- 
ductive fund  or  funds,  the  increase  whereof  shall  l)e  applied  in  aid  of 
other  resources  to  compensate  a teacher  crf~^cachers  in  said  Academy. 
But  the  money  hereby  granted  shall  not  be  paid  until  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  secured  by  thejjpayment  of  private  subscrip- 
tion for  the  benefit  of  such  institution ; and  there  shall  be  admitted  into 
the  said  Academy  any  number  of  poor  chi|dren,  not  exceeding  five,  who 
may  at  any  time  be  offered  to  be  taught  gratis,  but  none  of  said  children 
shall  be  continued  to  be  taught  gratis  longer  than  two  years.” 

The  last  section  imposed  a penalty  of  twenty  dollars  on  the  Trustees 
in  case  they  should  refuse  to  exhibit  their  annual  accounts  fo^eounty 
auditors;  these  accounts  were  to  be  settled,  adjusted  and  published  the 
same  as  the  accounts  of  the  County  Commissioners  were  to  be  settled, 
adjusted  and  publishe(J. 

-A  supplementary  act  to  the  foregoing  was  passed  by  the  Legislature 
and  approved  the  jgth  day  of  .Match,  1823,  by  Governor  Joseph  Hiester. 

This  act  provided  fhat  the  Irustees-  b^  empowered  to  withdraw  from 
their  investment  funds  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  in 
the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  tutors 
and  pupils  of  said  .-\cademy.  Particular  care  was  taken  to  provide  that 
in  case  not  all  of  this  money  was  needed  for  that  purpose,  then  the  bal- 
ance should  be  safely  re-invested  as  a productive  fund,  according  to  the 
original  act. 

CHAPTER  4159.

evidence  o-f  a princi]wjl  or  teacher  liavini.;  been  emploved  until 
i8?b.  So-called  annual  meetings  were  held  by  the  Trustees 
and  Stockholders  of  the  .\cadeinv  in  mder  to  maintain  their 
charter  priv  ileges  or  rights,  in  evidence  of  which  there  are  re- 
produced further  on  notice-  ot  meetings  called  at  different 
times  iji  due  observance  of  said  charter  re(|uircments.  It  will 
be  observed  that  nj)  to  iS^^o  these  notice-  appeared  in  the  (ler- 
man  language,  from  which  time  on.  howe.ver.  the  IdbaiK'uier 
.Morgenstern  appeared  ])artly  in  Ivnglish.  ,\t  this  time  also 
there  wa-  announced  a change  in  the  principalship  of  the 
.\cademy.  ;ind  an  increase  in  branches  to  be  taught  therein. 

In  the  year  i8jf>  the  'i'ru-tee-  prottered  the  pusition  of 
teacher  to  a Rev.  .Mr.  d'odd.  whose  surname  is  not  given,  but 
it  i-  believed  to  haVc  been  .Xatbaniel.  ( ,\  .Xatllaniel  Todd 
taught  in  the  1 larrisburg  .\cademy  from  1822  t<t  1826.)  This 
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proftcr  was  accepted  by  Mr.  1 odd.  who.  as  yet  a resident  of 
F{arnsl)urj^.  then  came  to  Lehaium  and  in  the  month  of  Octo- 
ber of  xhtit  veru*.  vi/.*..  I the  i)osition  to  which  he 
had  been  ai)pointed.  ;md  tlui"  ;d"o  l)ec^ne  the  first  IVincipal 
(n‘  the  I.elnmon  .\ctulemy.  hrom  a notice  issued  'rnesday. 
Mav  2(1  of  thi>  same  \ear‘  callins^  tor  a meeting  of  the  Trus- 
tees and  Ihiilding  Committee,  we  infer  tliat  by  that  time  the 
erection  of  the  .\cademy  lUiilding  had  been  com])leted.  'S\r 
Todd  taught  about  two  years,  which,  uj)  to  tlie  a])pearance  of 
fohn  II.  Kluge.  >eenis  to  have  been  the  average  fength  of  time 
that  teachers  serveil  in  this  >chool. 

Rev.  .Mr.  d’odd  ttmght  from  182b  atid  was  succeeded  by 
lose])h  .\\  Chipman.  of  \ ermont,  who.  after  teaching  ouc  year 
was  followed  bv  C.  C.  Ridgley.  On  the  latter’s  resignatiem  in 
1830.  Rev.  Win.  Krnst.  who  served  as  i^cretary  of  the- Hoard 
of  Trustees  from  1822  and  as  late  as  isb6,  as  President,  took 
charge  of  the  .Academy  with  Mr.  Eugene  McGiveny  as  as- 
sistant. 

In  1834  another  change  of  instructors  became  necessary. 
\.hen  Mr.  John  C.  .McKinney  was  elected,  and  taught  two 
year>.  I'or  some  reason  the  .school  did  iiot  flourish,  and  Rev. 
William  Ci.  Ernst  was  once  more  induced  tt)  take  charge,  this 
tin^e  with  his  .-'on.  John  Ernst,  as  his  assistant.  This  combiua- 
t'on  lasted  about  three  years  untiKi839.  but  from  this  perio(((.)u 
there  i."  evidence  that'the  Lebanoti,  .Academy  was  not  liberally 
patronized  until  .Mr.  John  11.  Kluge,  who  had  taught  a select 
-chool  for  boys  first  in  a building  at  the  corner  of  Cumberland 
and  Si)ring  streets  and  later  in  a"  larger  building  on  Tenth, 
(then  called  Mulberry)  street  and  Walnut- alley  knowm  and 
used  a.s  the  Methodist  church — was  induced  to  merge  his  in- 
terests. and  a union  of  the  tw^o  schools  was  effected  in  1841. 

• This,  as  the  facts  j)rove.  was  a most  desirable  arrangement. 
The  Leljanon  .\cademy  took  a new  lease  of  life  and  through- 
out Prof.  Kluge's  administration  from  1841  many  of  the  most 
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(iisliu”ui>hctl  i.il  Lchanoii"  yiuniL,^  incn  ol  ihai  i^encralUm  re- 
ceived tlieir  i)iei>ara[(M'}  eqnipineitt  tur  a Uij:jher  eilueatioii. 

Appeiit'.ed  I'  a-  carefully  prepared  a li>i  a>  iu»>il)le  of  -in-

Mr.  Kluge,  a-  w'c  called  him.  wa-  ti  nni(|ne.  methodical,  pain 
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taking  teacher;  he  was  a Moravian  and  Iiis  connection  with 
that  congregatioji  was  to  them  a matter  of  great  value,  dnting 
his  entire  life  of  about  twenty  years,  in  Lebanon.  Mis  reputa- 
tion as  a man  of  learning  and  of  great  al5ility.  gave  him  prom- 
inence; his  companionshii)  was  sought  by  the  best  citizens  of 
the  community'  aniong  whom  we  recall  the  Weidmans, 
Weidels.  Roedels.  Guilford.s,  Lineaweavers.  DeHuffs,  Em- 
bich>.  the  president  and  a>>ociate  judges,  the  clergy;  his  popu- 
larity extended  even  beyond  the  town,  so  that  he  was  a favor- 
ite with  the  leading  citizen,-  of  the  townships  as  well  as  a wel- 
come truest  in  their  homes.

Me  was  absolutely  a school,  master,  a practical,  systematic 
disciplinarian.  Rev.  I.  D.  Rupp,  in  his  hi^ry  of.  Berks  and 
Lebanon  Counties,  writing  about  education  in  this  county, 
says,  •‘There  is  a fine  academy  here  and  ably  conducted  by  Mr. 

f instrircti 


Kluge,  whose  efficient  system  of  instrifttion  cannot  be  too 
highly  ap])reciated.”  ’ 

The  writer  during  his  three  years  attcmlance,  secured  board- 
ing and  lodging  in  the  Kluge  household  for  one  term.  (The 
princijial  was  jjermitted  to  use  part  of  the  building  for  .a 
home,  and  contiguous  grounds  as  garden.)  The  family  life  of 
Mr.  Kluge  was  most  exemplary;  he  was  a devoted  churchman 
and  was  coll,^cientiou.s  in  the  di.scharge  of  duty  in  the  school 
>room.  The  school  was  opened  daily  with  Bible  reading  and 
prayer,  and  when  the  principal.  asTyas  his  custom,  entered  the 
>ide  door  into  the  school  room,  there  was  no  necessity  for  a sig- 
nal for  order,  every  pupil  knew  that  the  work  of  the  day  was 
about  to  commence.  There  was  an  occasional  e.xception  to  his 
usual  promptness,  belated  sometimes  as  most- persons  are,  on 
account  of  his  'after  breakfast  cigar,  his  regular  companion 
piece,  which  was  frequently  not  entirely  consumed,  and  not 
an. unusual  sight  was  the  cigar  stumj)  mounted  on  a pin,  serving 
as  a holder  for  the  precious  remnant  that  could  no  longer  be 
accommcxlated  between  the  fingers,  an  occurrence  well  remem- 
bered by  the  writer.  We  also  recall  the  rapid  gait  from  his 
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desk  and  the  knit  brows,  and  the  stern  countenance  as  tlie  mas- 
ter had  occasion  to  reprimand  or  punish,  and  well  remember 
t)iie  of  the  penalties,  a most  awful  infliction.  “Stand  in  that 
I corner' until  the  school  closes."  It  was  a still  more  awkward 
position  to  be  found  in  when  a fellow's  parent  or  friends 
happened  to  visit  the  school,  say  nothing  of  the  jibes  inflicted 
by  the  fellows  that  escaped. 

The  building,  so  far  as  the  writer  has  knowledge,-  has  not 
been  preserved  in  picture,  and  should  a pencil  sketch  be  found, 
or  .some  artist  lend  his  talent  fc)r  its  production,  jt  will 
have  a place  in  this  narrative.* 

It  is  of  interest  to  know  that  all  of  the  original  foundation 
wall  was  used  for  what  is  now  the  Stevens  School  LUiilding, 
corner  of  Tenth  and  Willow.  It  suj)i)orted  the  siiper-structure 
of  the  Lebanon  .-\cademy  ; and  right  fitting  it  is  that  in  this 
particular  building  the  City  of  Lebamjn  should  honor  the  great 
Commoner  by  naming  it  after  him  as  the  founder  of  our  pres- 
ent free  school  .system  and  as  a pleasant  link  of  the  past  to  the 
present. 

The  ortgipal  academy,  building  was  4a  by  '50  feet,  with  a 
colonial  portico  on  Mulberry  street,  or  west  side,  and  now 
known  as  Tenth  street.  .A  famous  ])ump,  surrounded  by  a sub- 
stantial platform,  furnis’hed  many  a refreshing  drink,  the 
memory  of  which  is  fragrant  as  of  yesterday.  Its  “never  fail- 
ing (|ualification,”  we  believe,  ihade  it  ’.'cry  i>opular.  \\’hen  the 
misfortuiK.'  .of  fire  in  the  vicinity  occurred,  lines  forming  the 
famed  bucket  brigade  were  e.xtended  to  the  academy  pum[>; 
popular  perhaps  also  due  to  the  fact  that  the  boys  enjoved  these 
accidental  opportunities  of  exercising  their. agility  as  firemen. 
Relays  of  us  boys  were  always  on  hand  in  an  emergency. 

The  academy  plot  extended  from  the  aforenamed  Mulberr\ 
street  to  what  is  now  known  as  Partridge  alley  and  was  bound- 
ed near  the  south  by  what  in  later  days  was  known  as  the  Pene- 
flcial  Hall,  with  ground  suflicient  l)etween.  about  twentv  feet,

tire -engine-',  the  old  kind  with  side  bars,  and  the  name — oh!  it 
was- |)eculiar  for  a hre  engine,  her  pedigree  i>  not  known— the 
■■lllack  Sal.”  and  how  valiantly  the  tire  tighter-'  rallied  to  the 
machine,  and  what,  a privilege  it  was  to  the  academy  .boys  to 
man  the  rope.-'  and  lend  a helping  hand  I 

It  was  .\pril  19,  1890,  that  the  change  in  the  bnildi'ng  was 
made,  by  the  use  of  much  of  the  material  of  the  old  building  in 
the  con.struction  of  the  prev'ent  "Stevens  School ' lluilding”  ; 
four  of  the  si.x  windows  on  the  north  side,  parts  of  the  original 
-'Iructure;  the  old  and  favorite  porticcj  was  removed,  but  we 
learn  the  cedumns  are  to  be  found  carefully  porserved  in  one  of 
the  lire  company  hou,^es.  I’.ut  where  is  the  dear  old  befl  that 
caused  many  a joy  as  it  summoned  its  to  school  morning  and 
tioon  tinie,  as  also  many  a pang  to  the  fellow  that  had  to  obey 
the  call  when  unjirejiared  with  the  lessons  f(tr  the  day?

Delightful  memories  come  to  us  of  the  old  pump  and  the 
acadeniy  bell.  .Apropos,  we  find  the  following  clip]>ing 
from  the  Lebanon  Daily  rime.-'.  1888:  ".Another  old  land- 
mark has  disa])peared  from  the  city,  and  this  time  it  is  the 
historic  jiump  at  the  Lebanon  .Academy  ^Ihiilding,  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Tenth  and  Willow  streets.  Its  surroundings  were  clas- 
sical, its  (lc])th  profund  and  its  waters  refreshing.  Its  cool 
waters  brightened  the  intellect  of  a Kluge,  a 'Fitzel,  a McCor- 
mick, a Mc.Adam,  a Idglit.  tutors  of  long  ago.  and  that  old 
pnmp-handle  was  a lever  which  brought  forth'  refreshing 
thoughts  to  many- a ■'Cholar  whose  .(.’///k/.  ;/m/cr  the  academy  is 
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and  where  his  scliool  days  ended.  LUitit  is  gone,  and  no  ves- 
tige remains  of  iLs  power-for  gocnl  in  tlie  advancement  of  a 
proper  education  of  all  yonth  of  this  city.j  It  has  had  its  day 
and  that  day  was  of  the  long  ago.  it  performed  its  duty  with 
fidelitv  until  old  agc\  lii<e  tutors  and  scholars,  of  whom  it  form- 
ed a part,  made-it  useless.  And  now  it  has  disappeared  from 
sight  and  the  place  which  once  marked  its  cheerful  presence,  is 
covered  with  limestone  slabs  and  the  grand  old  stately  trees 
sing  a re(|iiiem  over  its  grave.  The  pump  was  standing  in  the 
sidewalk  on  Tenth  street.” 

In  concluding  this  sketch,  the  author  gratefully  acknowl- 
edges the  valued  assistance  rendered  by  a fellow-member, 
Mr.  Daniel  Musser,  who  is  a veritable  'r+^rehouse  of  the 
history  of  Lebanon,  a book-worm  that  does  not  destroy.  Val- 
uable files  of  newspapers  of  “ye  olden  tirr^,"  are  his.

,^s  a hi>toric  prol)al)ilit\-  in  connection  with  this  narrative  it 
i>  |ioteworthy  that  from  the  first  mention  of  matters  educa- 
tional as  related  to  Lebanon,  1762  to  1822,  school  matters, 
such  as  e.xisted,  were  generally  conducted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  clnirch  ; we  iKjtice  a Reformed  minister  in  the  person  of 
Rev.  Mr.  d'odd,  as  an  early  teacher  in  the  academy,  and  the 
Lutheran  in  Mr.  I'>nst  at  a later  j)eriod.  It  is  j)ossibly  due 
to  such  infiuence  that  has  given  to  our  city  many  good  men  and 
women,  an  inheritance  of  great  moral  value. 

The  author  is  indebted  to  Dr.  S.  1’.  Heilman  for  the  follow- 
ing: 

“In  addition  to  his  efficiency  as  a teacher  Mr.  Kluge  had  a 
good  knowledge  of  a number  of  languages  beside  the  one  in 
which  he  taught,  amongst  these  the  German  language,  knowl- 
edge of  which  brought  him  into  fretiucnt  reciuisition  for  the 
rendering  of  translations  from  that  language  into  the  English, 
an  ability  to  do  which  was  possessed  by  a comparatively  few 
in  his  day  in  'this,  at  that  time,  preponderant  German  commun- 
ity. One  of  his  more  important  renderings  of  the  kind  named 
was  a translation  of  the  famous  Hill  Church-  1744  Rules,  a dif- 
ficult piece  of  work'  inasmuch  as  these  were  phrased  in  the 
very  j)ure  Sa.xon  dialect  of  a hundred  years  before  and  also 
containetl  Mane  Latin  tenns.  I'his  translation  he  made  inci- 
dent to  and  for  u>e  at  the  Hill  Church  court  trial  in  1842.  and 
the  work  was  promptly  accepted  by  the  Court  and  the  attor- 
neys for  the  prosecution  and  the  defense  as  entirelv  trust- 
worthy, wholly  on  the  strength  of  having  beqn  dmie  bv  Mr. 
Kluge."

Je>hn 
Henry  Kluge,  well  known  in  this  city  amotig  the  older  inhahitant<.  lie 
was  Qj  vears  old,  resided  with  his  '^on,  .Alfred,  and  daughter,  .Alice, 
until  recently,  when  he  moved  to  Hope,  Ind.,  and  was  m good  health  for 
old  a man.  He  wa<  active  and  his  faculties  were  very  well  pre 
'Orved.  On  Sunday  morning.  Xovemher  jo,  he  complained  of  trouble 
with  his  heart  and  his  condition  soon  l)ecame  critical  and  at  3 o'clock  iir 
the  afternoon  of  the  ■'ame  day  he  ex])ireil.  ^ 

Professor  John  Henry  Kluge  settled  in  l.ehanon  in  1843  and  opened  a 
'elect  school  on  the  -onthea't  corner  of  Si>ring  and  Cumberland  streets. 
Suhse(|uently  he  opened  a larger  school  in  a huihling  which  was  then  the 
Methotli>t  church.  Its  present  site  is  occupied  by  a tobacco  warehouse  ■ 
at  Tenth  street  and  Walnut  alley.  On  the  rcTri^nation  of  Dr.  Ernest, 
principal  of  the  .Academy.  Professor  Kluge  was  named  as  his  successor, 
and  his  success  was  noteworthy.  He  wa>  r^de  county  supcnntcmlent 
when  the  public  schaol' system  came  into  vogue. 

Deceased  was  the  oldest  Mason  in  the  Sta|e  of  Indiana,  and  the  ,Mt. 
Lchanon  Lodge,  of  this  city,  ha^  been  writteiV  to  by  his  son.  Alfred,  for 
he  record-  associated  with  hi-  distinguished  membership.  He  was 
?ducated  for  the  Moravian  church,  was  a versatile  linguist,  a .sound 
mathematician  and  a splendid  musician.  His  character  was  amiable, 
generous  and  without  blemish.  He  is  survived  by  three  children,  .A1 
fred.  I'.mm.'i  and  .Alice.  The  news  of  his  death  has  awakened  the  live- 
best  -ympathies  of  his  loving  pupils. — Report.  Dec.  17,  1898.

SCHOOLS  IN  [.EB.ANO^ 

Schools  were  few,  and  were  kept  in  ^all  log  houses.  It 
was  a great  advance  in  educational  ^matters  when  the 
.Academy  building  at  the  corner  of  A|ulberry  and  Water 
streets,  now  Tenth  and  Willow  streets,  the  largest  and  finest 
sell  )ol  building  then  known  in  the  county,  was  erected.  It 
wa^  intended,  and  did  long  combine  accommodations  for  school 
and  dwelling  purposes;  its  first  occupant  being  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Todd,  of  Harrisburg,  I’a.,  the  teacher,  and  his  family,  in  1820, 
Mr.  Todd  was  assisted  in  the  duties  of  the  school  by  his  son 
* Idgar,  while  the  father  in  addition  to  his  occupation  as  teadi- 
er  did  ministerial  work  in  the  town. of  Lebanon.
